Suspect Of Fellow Officer 
INDIANAPOLIS» (UPI) — A 
policeman and a drug store 
bandit were shot to death 
Thursday, and police searched 
for a robber who fled from the 
scene. 
Patrolman Ronald H. Manley, 
27, died in surgery at Methodist 
Hospital about two hours after 
being shot in the head. 
Also killed was a man 
identified as Robert Woods, 
'believed to be' an escapee from 
Mount Meigs Prison, Mont­ 
gomery, Ala. 
A murder warrant was issued 
for Norman Woodford, 21, 
Indianapolis, as the second 
suspect. Police said a pistol 
found at the scene was traced 
to Woodford. Officials said he 
.had purchased, the weapon a 


month ago at a local pawn 
shop. 
Woodford was arrested early 
Thursday evening. 
Police said they had not 
determined whether Manley 
was killed by Woods or the 
second bandit. Wtoods was shot 
by Manley. 
Officials said, the two bandits 
entered a near-northside drug 
store in the pre-dawn hours 
held store employes at bay and 
emptied cash registers. 
One of the bandits disarmed 
a store security guard and 
declared “if anybody uoes 
anything funny we will kill 
everybody.” 
However, one employe trig 
gered a silent burglar alarm. 
Jury Awards $75,000 
In Highway Accident 


Following closing arguments 
in the damage trial in Rush 
Circuit Court Thursday af­ 
ternoon and deliberating until 
past midnight, a jury here 
awarded the plaintiff $75,000.

Ehrlichman Lawyers

WASHINGTON (UPI) - John 
D. Ehrlichman has rested his 
W atergate cover-up case, 
claiming Richard Nixon de­ 
ceived and misled him but 
denying hotly that he is ducking 
his own guilt by blaming the 
former president for every­ 
thing. 
Ehlichman’s appearance on 
the witness stand at the cover- 
up trial Thursday ended much 
as it began four days before. 
“My defense is that I am 
innocent of the charges the 
government 
has 
brought 
against me ... that are not 
supported by the facts,” he said 
indignantly after the prosecu­ 
tion charged his only defense 
was to blame others. 
Ehrlichman's lawyers rested 
their case on his words, 
scrapping plans to play fresh 
excerpts from. White House 
tapes and electing not to call 
any witnesses to vouch for his 
reputation. 
Witnesses for the fourth of 
the five defendants —former 
Assistant Attorney General 
Robert C. Mardian were on call 
today. The first was former 
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Attorney General Richard G. 
Kleindienst, who conceded that 
within hours of the June 17, 
1972, bugging arrests, he was 
told of the involvement of the 
White House and the Commit­ 
tee for the Re-Election of the 
President. 
Kleindienst said he told no 
one 
in 
his own 
Justice 
Department. 
He said the word came from 
G. Gordon Liddy. later convict­ 
ed for the bugging, told him at 
Burning Tree Country Club that 
“employes of the White House 
or the campaign committee” 
had been arrested in the 
Watergate. 
Liddy said he had a message 
from John N. Mitchell. Klein­ 
dienst’s 
predecessor 
and 
Nixon's campaign manager: 
get the men out of jail. He said 
he angrily rejected the over­ 
ture.

President 
Readies For 
Summit

POINTE A PITRE, Guade­ 
loupe (UPI) — Shaken by 
independence riots that greeted 
his arrival in the Caribbean, 
French President Valery Gis- 
card d’Estaing today tu.rn.ed. his 
attention to his upcoming 
summit meeting with President 
Ford. 


The French president planned 
to fly this afternoon from 
Guadeloupe to Fort de France 
on neighboring Martinique is­ 
land, where he will meet Ford 
for the first time Saturday. 


Top items on the summit 
agenda include the two coun­ 
tries’ differing energy and 
Middle East policies and the 
deepening economic 'troubles of 
Western industrialized nations. 
Giscard's tour of Guadeloupe 
got off to a bad start in Pointe 
a Pitre Thursday when angry 
demonstrators scuffled with, 
police, jostled the president at 
a wreath-laying ceremony at a 
war memorial, and forced him 
to cancel a scheduled hand­ 
shaking stop at a market. 
After a warm airport wel­ 
come, Giscard saw his motor­ 
cade disrupted by nearly 1,000 
mostly youthful demonstrators 
who chanted slogans demand­ 
ing autonomy or independence 
for the Caribbean island, which 
is a French department 
One youth jumped on the 
hood of Giscard’s limousine and 
rode for almost a block before 
security agento hauled him. off. 
At the motorcade's starting 
point at the Pointe a Pitre city 
hall, Mayor Henri Bangou 
blamed France’s neglect of its 
overseas departments for the 
island’s 25 per cent unemploy­ 
ment rate, far above that in the 
rest of France. 


Much friendlier was the 
reception in Basse Terre, a 
town 42 miles to the south, 
where he flew by helicopter to 
spend the night. Admirers 
surged, through light, security 
and stumbled over each other 
to shake Giscard’s hand. 
Though Giscard outwardly 
appeared to have forgotten the 
incidents in Pointe a Pitre, 
security officials accompanying 
him said he had been somewhat 
shaken. Giscard’s wife, Anne- 
Aymone, was visibly upset. 


Guadeloupe, first occupied by 
the French in 1635, became a 
department of France in 1946. 
Residents vote in French 
national elections and are 
represented in the National 
Assembly. 


The government charged the 
revenue from stock sales went 
to other businesses, to inactive 
corporations controlled by Trip­ 
pet’s relatives and to Trippet’s 
personal use.

General Telephone Asks 
For 35% Rate Increase 
INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - 
Genera] Telephone Company of 
Indiana. Thursday asked per­ 
mission to increase its local 
service rates by nearly 35 per 
cent, or by $2:1.5 million a year 
in total revenues. 
General has 111 exchanges, 
mostly in Northern Indiana. 


The utility, in its petition to 
the Indiana Public Service 
Commission, said it would 
realise only $10.5 million in 
additional income after taxes. 
General president Albert E. 
Beckwith said 'the company is 
faced with the same inflation­ 
ary pressures as any other 
business or individual. “The 
situation has reached the point 
where this request is neces­ 
sary,” he said. “To continue 
our large scale improvement 
and expansion program we’11 
need additional revenue.” 


In addition to basic monthly 
rates, General is asking for 
increases for certain other 
charges, including installations, 
moves and changes. 
General wants to double the 
cost of a 
coin operated 
telephone call from 10 to 20 
cents, and charge 25 cents for 
operator assistance in looking 
up numbers in current direc­ 
tories. 
The increases would not 
involve long distance charges. 
A news release from the 
company presented the request­ 


ed increase as being 16 per 
cent, instead of the 34 7 per 
cent of the basic service that it 
actually is. 


"We knew there would be 
questions on this,” a company 
spokesman said when ques­ 
tioned a .bout the apparent 
discrepancy. He explained that 
the company gets its revenues 
from two sources—local service 
and long distance—and that 
since it was not requesting 
increases for long distance, it 
sees the rates as producing 16 
per cent more revenue

Wheat Production Summary Lists 
Barely Enough For Domestic Needs 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
final summary of production 
estimates for the 1974 wheat 
crop puts the harvest at a 
record 1,793.332,000 bushels, 
barely enough to meet predict­ 
ed domestic and export needs 
for the 1974-75 season, the 
Agriculture Department said 
Tuesday. 
The Agriculture Department’s 
Crop Reporting Board added 
that the wheat harvest is 
expected to bring farmers a 
record gross return of $7.723 
billion, up $1 004 billion from 
last year’s record because 
prices are up along with the 
size of the crop. 
The report came as adminis­ 
tration officials were preparing 
a decision on proposed in­ 
creases in food aid shipments 
for the season which runs 
through next summer. 
A government source, who 
asked not to be identified, said 
the options prepared for Presi­ 
dent 
Ford's 
consideration 
ranged from an increase of $200 
million to an increase of about 
$604) million over the currently 
budgeted figure of $691 million. 
The proposals go from, a “low 
option” of 3.9 million tons to a 


“high option" of 5.2 million tons 
of food compared with 3.3 
million tons last year, the 
source estimated. 
Officials said the aid options 
were decided before the crop 
report because the report was 
not expected to show much 
change from previous forecast. 
The final production sum­ 
mary was 12,728,000 buushels 
above the last government 
estimate of the crop in October 
and was 88,055,000 bushels 
above last year’s harvest, 
which was re-estimated Tues­ 
day at 1,705,167,000 bushels. 
Looking at potential wheat 
needs at home and abroad for 
the 1974-75 season, administra­ 
tion economists have predicted 
that a crop of around 1.78 
billion bushels could be slightly 
bigger or slightly smaller than 
probable sales. This means the 
nation’s wheat reseñe,, which 
dipped, to a. bare~bon.es .249 
million bushles last July, could 
increase very slightly but also 
could decline further by next 
July. 
The crop report also noted 
that prospects for the 1975 
winter wheat crop, which, 
officials hope will rise to

another new record in order to 
combat food inflation and world 
shortages, were 
“generally 
bright" on Dec. 1. However, the 
report notad, that, “inadequate 
moisture and snow cover in 
some areas as well as spotty 
stands in sections of the 
Northwest were of some con­ 
cern.” 
The report added that cotton 
crop prospects were 'down. 1 per 
cent from Nov. 1, but hurley 
tobacco prospects improved, 
and the outlook for the fall 
potato crop improved slightly. 
The crop summary also 
presented final estimates of the 
1974 wheat,, barley, oats and 
rye crops. 'They showed, barley 
down from previous forecast 
and below a year ago; oats 
down from a earlier estimate 
and below last year; and rye 
down from the last forecast and 
below a year earlier. 
The wheat summary estimat­ 
ed that farmers would get $4.32 
a bushel for their 1974 crop 
compared with $3.96 a bushel in 
1973. The higher price deve­ 
loped after poor weather cut 
the 1974 harvest from a hoped- 
for total of over two billion 
bushels while world demand 
continued to increase. 
There was no estimate of 
additional income to farmers 
from government payments on 
wheat. Experts said, however, 
that these payments were 
expected to include only about 
$100 million for growers who 
suffered weather damage. No 
price support payments will be 
made since market prices are 
far above the government 
‘target support” level of $2.05 
a bushel. 
The summary estimated the 
w i n t e r wheat crop at 
1.391.303.000 bushels compared 
with the last forecast of 
1.390.800.000 bushels issued in 
September and the 1973 harvest 
of 1,272,744,000 bushels... The 
spring wheat crop, except for 
durum, was estimated at 
322.774.000 bushels compared 
with 311,780,000 bushels forecast 
in October and last year’s crop 
of 353,988,000 bqshels. The 
durum crop was est.im.ated. at 
79.245.000 bushels compared 
with 78,014,000 bushels in 


October and the 1973 harvest of 
78,455,000 bushels.

Governor Reagan Finally 
Accepted By Youth

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (UPI) 
— "Thanks for keeping Cali­ 
fornia free of scandal," shouted 
a blond youth as university 
students swarmed around Gov. 
Ronald Reagan, shaking his 
hand, seeking an autograph and 
wishing him well. 
The friendly mob scene one 
recent night at the Davis 
campus of the University of 
California contrasted dramati­ 
cally with his tumultuous 
campus appearances eight and 
even four years ago when many 
students regarded Reagan as 
“Public Enemy No. 1:” 
In those days, he was spat at, 
cursed, showered with obsceni­ 
ties and threatened... Concern, 
for the governor’s personal 
safety so intensified that he 
quit visiting UC campuses in 
1970.The abrupt firing of UC 
President Clark Kerr, the 
imposition of student tuition, 
the “People’s Park” at Ber­ 
keley, the governor’s hawkish 
stand on the Vietnam. War and 
a myriad of other issues helped 
make Reagan the most unpopu­ 
lar man on campus. 
But as Reagan entered the 
final few weeks of his second 
term, nobody in his recent 
audience of 1,200 students 
called him “pig” and nobody 
tried to drown him. out as he 
fielded, questions for more 'than, 
an hour. 
If the students of 1974 are 
different from their older 
brothers and sisters of the' 
1960s, so is Reagan more 
mellow. No one hears this 1966 
Reagan campaign line any­ 
more : 
“Preservation of free speech, 
does not justify letting beatniks, 
and advocates of sexual orgies, 
drug usage and filthy speech 
disrup t the academic comm un i-

The 63-year-old chief ex­ 
ecutive, whose full head of 
brown hair shows no gray, was 
obviously pleased at his recep­ 
tion.

He recalled the campus 
upheavals of the sixties when, 
there were “no economic 
problems to speak of, no 
inflation. There was a period 
when it was like a warm bath, 
it feels good.” 
The governor characterized 
the students of 1974 as “seeing 
the realities of life. They’re 
concerned about inflation and. 
getting jobs.” 
He said he didn’t believe his 
often controversial tenure will 
leave an indelible impression 
on. California which could never 
'be erased., but he called the 
1971 overhaul of welfare his 
“most successful and drama­ 
tic” achievement. 
He said he was concerned, 
that the combination of a 
heavily Democratic legislature 
and a new Democratic gover­ 
nor, Edmund G. “Jerry” 
Brown Jr., would 'undo some 
welfare revisions such as his 
pet “work or else” program. 
“Even in the face of the 
welfare success, the diehards 
among them have already 
gotten bills passed to cancel out 
the things they (legislators) 
gave in on during the negotia­ 
tions,” he said, “I had. to veto 
them.” 
The governor called voter 
rejection last year of his tax 
limitation plan the “greatest 
disappoi.ntm.ent” of his eight 
years. 
“If I had Prop. One to do 
over again, I’d settle for less,” 
Reagan said, explaining that 
instead of tying taxation and 
spending to a gradually declin­ 
ing percentage of personal 
income he would merely freeze 


the percentage of taxes at what 
the state now takes from 
Californians. 
Reagan conceded that from a 
public relations standpoint his 
announcement early in 1967 
that state hospitals would be 
closed was a disaster. It was 
only last year that 
the 
administration finally aban­ 
doned its long-range proposal to 
take the state entirely out of 
the hospital business by '1982;. 
The gradual “phase-out” of 
hospitals for the mentally ill 
and mentally retarded was 
envisioned as more and! more 
community-based care and 
treatment facilities were estab­ 
lished with the state paying 90 
per cent of the cost. Medical, 
authorities generally agreed 
that treatment closer to home 
was superior to that in an 
impersonal “warehouse” insti­ 
tution far away. 
'When Reagan took office, 
there were 15 hospitals caring 
for 35,000 patients. Currently, 
there are 11 hospitals and about 
16,000 patients, most of them 
mentally retarded. 
Reagan insisted that the 
announcement to close the 
hospitals was widely interpret­ 
ed as another economy move. 
“The truth is we were going 
to spend a helluva lot more. It 
costs more for us to provide 90 
per cent for them at home at 
county treatment clinics than it 
does to keep them at the 
hospital,” he said.

Griffin Tearfully Accepts 
Heisman Trophy At Banquet 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Archie 
Griffin of Ohio State, a believer 
in the words “the honor of the 
Heisman Trophy is a responsi- 
blity,” tearfully accepted, col­ 
lege football’s most coveted 
award Thursday night and 
promised to make it meaningful 
to the nation’s youth. 
Griffin, only the fifth junior 
in history to win the Heisman 
Trophy, officially received the 
award before 1,1.00 people, 
including nine former Heisman 
winners, at the annual banquet 
and was so overcome with 
emotion that he could 'barely 
get the words out when it came 
his turn to speak. 
Using a handkerchief to wipe 
away the tears, the 5-foot-9 
running back said he still 
couldn’t believe he hacf won the 
trophy, which has become 
synonymous with excellence in 
college football. 
“Winning the Heisman Tro­ 
phy is one of those goals in life 
that everyone dreams of but 
deep 
down 
inside 
no 
one 
believes he can get," said 
Griffin. “1 couldn’t 'believe it 


when I got it and I’m not sure 
now that I do. It’s hard to 
imagine yourself as the winner. 
“A long time ago my junior 
high school coach taught me 
about the three D’s —desire, 
dedication and determination. 
He told me to apply the three 
D*s to anything I do and I would 
achieve success. This trophy is 
especially meaningful to me 
because it represents excellen­ 
ce. And that’s what the three 
D’s are all about." 
Griffin, the fourth Ohio State 
player to win the Heisman 
Trophy, had special praise for 
his family; his coach, Woody 
Hayes; and his teammates, 
especially his offensive line 
without whom he said 
“I 
couldn’t have won it.” 
Prior to Griffin’s speech, a 
former Heisman winner, Tom 
Harmon, spoke eloquently

Miracles Of Jesus’ Birth 
Cause Problems Of Belief 


By ELISHA DOUGLASS 
We study today in Luke two 
important and very controver­ 
sial elements of the' gospel—the 
annunciation of the virgin birth. 
The annunciation—the' announ­ 
cement by the angel Gabriel to 
Mary that she would 'bear the 
Lord's son, Jesus—has been the 
subject of much beautiful art 
work in pictures ano stained 
glass windows. It also provides 
the justification for the Catholic 
veneration of Mary as a 
dispenser of divine grace. The 
virgin birth has also contributed 
much to Christian imagery and 
for 
orthodox 
Christianity 
provides proof of Jesus’s divine 
position as the' son of God. 
Yet both the annunciation and 
'the virgin birth have aroused 
skepticism over the centuries. 
The appearance of an angel, the 
claim of a virgin birth, the

rearrangement of the heavens 
when Jesus was born, all appear 
to many observers to partake of 
pious legend. Yet within the 
Christian context all of these 
elements ought not to cause 
difficulties in belief. 


Mary Full Of Grace 
It should be noted, however, 
that Catholics and Protestants 
have 
always 
disagreed 
regarding the significance of the 
annunciation as far as Mary is 
concerned. In the Revised 
Standard Version, the angel 
Gabriel says to Mary, "Hail 
Favored one, the' Lord is with 
you.” (Luke 1:28) Some early 
texts then add verse 42: 
"Blessed are thou among 
woman." In later times 'this 
salutation became the begin­ 
ning of the Ave Maria. 'Catholics 
interpret the annunciation to 
mean that Mary was made "full 
of grace" which she could 
impart to others,. Hence her 
position as an object of special 
veneration in Catholic churches. 
Protestants however, relying on 
the strict translation cited in the 
text of our lesson, conclude that 
while Mary had grace by God’s 
will, she was no more able to 
impart it in divine fashion than 
any other human being. 


Jesus, Divine or Human? 
The virgin birth has caused 
skepticism not only because of 
its nature, but because it is not 
mentioned in Mark, the first 
gospel to be written, nor in the 
epistles of Paul. All of these 
writings antedate Luke by 
several decades. Therefore, the 
reasoning runs, if the virgin 
birth were true, it would cer­ 
tainly have been mentioned by 
Christians who stood closer to it 
in time than did. Luke. 
It has been suggested further 
that the story was invented to 
meet a theological need Greek 
philosophical critics in the first 
century insisted that Christ 
must, be entirely divine or en­ 
tirely human; logic seemed to 
indicate that, he could not be' 
both. This argument created a 
dilemma for Christians, If Jesus 
was only human, and not the son 
of 'God, then his death on 'the 
cross certainly could not work 
salvation for mankind. On. 'the 
other hand, if Jesus was a God 
in human form, then the 
crucifixion became play-acting. 
Since a god could not suffer or 
die, the atonement again lost all 
significance. To retain the 
reality of human salvation 
through Christ, therefore, Jesus 
had to be BOTH human and 
divine. Hence the story of the 
virgin birth, according to this 
hypothesis : Jesus was born of a 
human but sired by God. 
These controversies deserve 
mention because for centuries 
they have racked the Christian 
community with controversy. 
At this late date they should he 
laid to rest. 
Catholics and Protestants will 
probably 
never 
agree 
on 
whether Mary can dispense 
grace or not, but certainly they 
can agree on the larger point — 
that as the mother of Jesus she 
has been honored above all 
women 
and 
deserves 
our 
veneration. 
The virgin birth should offer 
no difficulties of belief to those 
who already believe that Jesus 
was the son of God. He himself 
is such a miracle that it would 
be >onlv logical tor him to be 
born 
m 
some 
miraculous 
fashion. 
Importance of Atonement 
But the circumstances of 
Jesus's birth are really not 
essential to the Christian faith. 
What is vitally important is the 


manner of his death. All of the 
gospels agree in their account of 
the crucifixion, the resurrec­ 
tion, and the atonement. This is 
an event to which there were 
scores 
of 
witnesses. 
The 
atonement is the great central 
fact of Christian belief. So 
perhaps the best way to regard 
the annunciation and virgin 
birth is to consider them as 
traditions which add vividness, 
depth, and indeed logical 
consistency to the life of Jesus.

During 
the 
month 
of 
December a strange sound is 
heard throughout the southern 
counties of Indiana — the spine 
tingling chant of the tobacco 
auctioneer. Groups of men' 
cluster 
close 
and 
listen 
anxiously for this is a full year’s 
labor on sale. Such weed, as has 
survived the natural hazards of 
hail, early frost, rust, worm and 
house burn is still subjected to 
the auctioneer’s persuasion on 
the whims of the buyers on any 
given day. 
Last year prices fluctuated, 
from eighty-seven cento a pound 
to over a dollar, so the day one 
sells can be very important if a 
fa.rm.er is to make a profit... 
Historically it is true that the 
best tobacco gets to market first 
and so prices are traditionally 
higher when the markets first 
open. Farmers try to get their 
tobacco 
auctioned 
before 
Christmas if at all possible for 
prices almost always fall off 
afterward. 
Tobaccomen say that this 
year it has cost one dollar per 
pound to produce their crop, so 
good prices will be necessary if 
they are to stay in business. 
Most experts are agreeing that 
the crops look terrible but 'the 
prices should be good as the 
demand remains high in spite of 
the Surgeon. General’s repeated 
warnings that tobacco smoking 
may be injurious to 
one’s health. 
It is an old joke among tobacco 
men that the Indians got even 
with the white man for taking 
his land by addicting him to the 
weed, thus killing him slowly 
but surely . 
The 
U. 
S. 
Agriculture 
Department estimated a crop of 
1.963 billion pounds of tobacco 
this year, an increase of 13 per 
cent over last year, but quality 
wise the crop is probably the 
worst in the years 'because of 
excessive moisture at the wrong 
times. 
Tobacco growing is almost a 
year round, job. It begins in 
early February when seed beds 
are made. The ground is 
covered with brush which is 
burned to sterilize the ground 
and then the tiny seeds are 
carefully scattered and covered 
with canvas to grow in a sort of 
“Greenhouse” until danger of 
frost is past. Tobacco seed is 
very expensive and sells by the 
ounce. In old times a teaspoon- 
full of seed sold for five dollars. 
Today its’s worth more than 
gold. 
In. June the carefully tended 
plants are transplanted to 
specially prepared fields, then 
cultivated and watched over so 
it is not damaged by worms, 
suckered (Excess leaves cut off 
so others can nature properly), 
and finally is ready for harvest 
sometime late' in .August or 
early September. Although it 
may be planted by machine, it 
must thereafter be' tended by 
hand and also harvested by 
hand. It takes muscle, sweat 
and luck to produce a good crop, 
and the lack of farm labor in. one 
reason prices keep going up. 
At maturity the plants are 
often five feet toll, many times 
they are higher. 'The giant 
leaves, tapering to the top of the 
stalk, must be handled with care 
as they are placed on wooden 
stakes and hung in tiers in 
special barns. It takes a daring 
worker as well as a strong one to 
lift these heavy and awkward 
sticks to the top of a toll barn. 
The barns in Indiana are long 
and high, set on bare knolls 
where sun and air can circulate 


freely for good ventilation in the 
buildings 
is 
necessary 
to 
prevent “House burning” or 
poor curing. House burned 
tobacco loses its mildness and 
color. No artifical heat may be 
used in the curing process as is 
done in other parts of the 
country, for this is white hurley 
— a variety that must be cured 
naturally. 
White hurley is a sport, or 
mutation that was produced by 
an accident of nature and not by 
scientific cross breeding. It first 
appeared in 1864 in Kentucky 
on 
the 
farm 
of 
G. 
W. 
Barkley of Bracken County. He 
thought the peculiarly yellowish 
colored plants were diseased 
and destroyed most of them, but 
a man named George Webb 
raised some 1,000 of them out of 
curiosity and found that when 
the tobacco matured it was a 
beautiful creamy color. The 
plants were healthy and thrifty 
and the tobacco had a bitter 
taste. 
In 1866 Mr. Webb transported 
two hogsheads of his new 
product to the St. 'Louis Fair 
where he won first premium and 
sold the hogsheads of $58 per 
hundredpound. The culture of 
white 
hurley 
has 
since 
progressed to a point where is is 
difficult to find any other kind 
being produced in Indiana, Ohio 
or eastern and central Ken­ 
tucky, though western Kentucky 
still produces dark burley. 
It. takes about two months to 
cure the tobacco. Then the 
leaves are stripped from the 
stalks and graded into "Hands” 
a term used, for a. 'unit quanity of 
market tobacco. Grading means 
separating into bundles of the 
same color and length. Each 
grade is sold separately and 
may vary several cento in price. 
The baskets are arranged in 
long rows in. the auction houses 
and are sold according to the 
order of their placing on the 
floor. Once the baskets have 
been purchased they are packed 
into huge hogshead and stored 
for further aging, perhaps as 
much as two years. Then the 
tobacco will be carefully sorted 
again for specific uses. Most 
white burly will end up in 
cigarettes. 
'Though little If any tobacco is 
raised in Rush County, near 
neighbors Franklin, Dearborn, 
Ripley, Jennings, Jefferson, 
Ohio, 
Switzerland, 
Scott, 
Harrison, Clark, Perry, and 
Spencer Counties all depend on 
this crop for ? good share of 
their income. In 1966 there 
were 6,324 acres of tobacco 
grown in Indiana with an 


average yield of 2,300 pounds 
per acre. It may not sound like 
large business but one must 
remember that all burley 
production is limited strictly by 
the federal government and any 
one farmer seldom has an 
allotment over one acre, and 
one acre is all. that one man can 
raise without help since there is 
so much hand labor involved.

As Racial Violence Strikes

BOSTON (UPI) — Schools in 
South Boston have been closed 
for the rest of the week because 
of the stabbing of a white 
student and gathering of an 
angry crowd of whites outside 
the area’s high school 
The stabbing was the most 
serious in a series of disturb 
anees at South Boston High 
School this week. Two black 
girls were arrested Monday for 
assault and battery in connec­ 
tion with a fight with white 
girls, and two black males and 
a white male were suspended 
after a cafeteria scuffle Tues­ 
day . 
The stabbing victim, Michael 
Faith. 17, was reported “doing 
well,” but on the danger list at 
Boston City Hospital. James A. 
White. 18, a black student from 
Roxbury, was arrested on a

charge of assault and battery 
with a dangerous weapon. 
Hearing 
of 
the 
stabbing, 
about 
700 
whites 
gathered 
outside the school. About 250 
police were sent to the scene to 
keep order. 
Boston City Councilor and 
antibusing leader Mrs. Louise 
Day Hicks used a bullhorn to 
plead with the crowd to go 
home and “let the black kids be 
bused back to Roxbury.’’ Some 
members of the crowd respon­ 
ded: “Let them be bused back 
to Africa” and refused to clear 
the streets. 
Sometimes 
chanting 
“Get 
those 
niggers'* 
and 
“I'm 
dreaming of a white Christ­ 
mas,” the crowd twice tried to 
push into the school yard. Some 
persons in the crowd hurled 
rocks, bottles and eggs at 
police.

One teacher was knocked down 
and was injured enough to be 
sent home.” 
On Wednesday evening, Juli­

flooded with liberal new mem­ 
bers, including its first black. 
The House Ways and Means 
Committee

conservative body dominated 
for almost 17 years by Rep. 
Wilbur Mills —is not conserva-

live any more, slightly less 
powerful and no longer domi­ 
nated. by anyone. 
Completing 
the 
transition 
begun by Mills’ fall from power 
and resignation as chairman, 
both Democratic and Republi­ 
can policy bodies have nominat­ 
ed members 
to the newly 
expanded committee, who like­ 
ly will change its outlook. 
“They are more liberal in 
philosophy, but I feel they will 
be responsible,” said Rep. A1 
Ullman of Oregon, the new 
committee chairman. 
Ullman is expected to be 
more democratic and open in 
committee affairs than Mills. 
Joining 13 Democratic holdov­ 
ers will be 12 new Democrats, 
all but two of whom can be 
considered liberal or moderate. 
Even the six mainly conser­ 
vative 
Republican holdovers 
will be joined by six new 
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members about equally split 
between liberal, moderate and 
conservative outlook.. 
The new Democrats include 
Rep. Charles Rangle of New 
York, the first black member of 
■this century. 
Two 
other 
freshmen 
are 
considered, among the most, 
able of the 76 Democrats — 
economist Joseph Fisher of 
Virginia and Rep. Martha Keys 
of Kansas, who will become the 
only woman on the committee. 
Rep. 
Martha 
Griffiths 
of 
Michigan retired this year. 


Other new members consid­ 
ered liberal to moderate are 
Reps. Henry Helstoski of New 
Jersey, William C. Cotter of 
Connecticut, Fortney H. Stork 
of California, Abner Mikva of 
Illinois, and Andrew Jacobs of 
Indiana. 


Only two new Democrats 
could be considered conserva­ 
tives —Rep.

screening for them of the Nov. 
26 episode of “Police story,” to 
see how closely the killings 
follow the script. 
Kilgo noted that the plot 
featured the same kind of 
crime, based on a. real, life case 
in the San Pedro area of Los 
Angeles some years ago. In it, 
the killer was found to be an 
alcoholic, 
who 
killed 
and 
mutilated winos and drunken 
derelicts, out of hatred foe his 
own weaknesses. 
The first victim was found on 
the lawn of the main library 
Dec. 1, just five days after the 
program was broadcast. 
A fourth victim was beaten 
savagely on. the head, and 
although 
he 
survived, 
Jie 
remained in a coma, unable to 
describe his attacker, police 


said. 
Police 
have 
not 
firmly 
decided that all three men were 
victims of the same killer, he 
said, nor that the television 
program 
definitely was the 
inspiration for the slayings. 
However,, he said, “We have 
found that when things of an 
unusual, nature are given some 
exposure, it may act as a 
stimulus for an individual.” 
Another derelict was found 
killed 
the 
same 
way 
last 
Sunday, 
and 
the 
third 
on 
Wednesday. 
All were killed in the Central 
.Los Angeles Skid Row area, “a 
kind of an urban hobo jungle 
where men like these sleep 
wherever they can,” in al­ 
leyways, building entrances and 
parking lots, a police spokes­ 
man said. 
The victims were all helpless, 
in. drunken sleep, when they 
were killed, Kilgo said. "A 12- 
year-old 
boy 
in 
reasonable 
condition could have held off 
one of these victims,” making 
more 
noticeable 
the 
cold­ 
blooded nature of the slayings, 
he said. 
Stanley Kallis, producer of 
“Police Story,” said the Skid 
Row murders program, like all 
shows in the series, was drawn 
from a true story.

Russian Satellite To 


Carry U.S. Experiment

WASHINGTON (UPI) - An 
unmanned Russian satellite will 
carry small American biologi­ 
cal experiments into orbit for 
20 to 30 days late next year 
under 
a 
new 
agreement 
reached by scientists of the two 
nations. 
The mission, scheduled for 
late 1975, represents a major 
step in scientific cooperation 
between the two space powers 
and will follow next July’s 
unprecedented meeting of Sovi­ 
et and American spacemen in 
orbit. 
The agreement was reached 
at a meeting of scientists and 
engineers in Tashkent, Russia, 
recently 
and 
announced 
Wednesday by the U.S. space 
agency. It calls for the United 
States to prepare biological 
specimens to fit into standard 
Soviet 
containers 
a 
little 
smaller than a shoebox. The 
American experiments have not 
yet been selected but will 


probably consist of such things 
as fish embryos, planto, and 
tissue cultures to see how they 
are affected by weightlessness. 
Russia 
flies 
a 
biological 
research satellite about once a 
year in the Cosmos series. The 
United 
States 
carried 
out 
extensive medical research in 
its Skylab space station but has- 
no current plans for unmanned 
biological satellites. The space 
shuttle rocket plane that will 
provide the next major oppor­ 
tunity for biological research 
will not fly before 1979. 
The 
pact 
also 
calls 
for 
American researchers to par­ 
ticipate in studies of blood and 
tissue samples from animals 
that will fly in next year’s 
biological satellite. 
Russia uses modified versions 
of its early Vostok manned 
capsule 
for 
the 
biological 
research. The last two satellites 
flown in the series have stayed 
aloft 
for 
22 
days before 
returning 
to 
gentle 
earth 
landings.

of the CIA deeds in supplying 
disguises and spy gear to 
Watergate plumbers.

shouldn't have done them, and 
we have told our employes that 
we won’t do them again.

“There will be hell to pay if 
the CIA ever knuckles under 
again to politics,” he said, 
saying this was the feeling of 
colleagues.
